Letter No, R-776, dated the gth May ^917, from the Inspector-General of Registration, 
Central Provinces and Berar, submitting the Triennial Report on the working of 
the Registration Department for the years 1914, 1915 ^^d 1916 (through the 
Director of Land Records, Central Provinces). 


RESOLUTION. 


The transactions of the Registration Department during the triennium show 
an increase of 3 per cent in the yearly average of registrations for the combined 
area of the Central Provinces and Berar ; the rise was entirely confined to the 
Central Provinces, the average for Berar being practically the same as in the 
previous three years. For the first eight months of 1914 the progress was 
normal, but for a year after the outbreak of war there was a marked diminution 
in registration business, with the result that 1915 was the worst registration year 
for five years. The restoration of confidence, which was shaken by the^ war, is 
reflected in the figures for 1916, in which the total number of registrations was 
the highest recorded since the amalgamation of the Central Provinces and 
Berar. 


2. The rise in the average number of annual registrations was^ distributed 
over 17 districts and was confined entirely to the compulsory registration of 
documents relating to immoveable property. There was a decline in registration 
in the cotton-producing districts, which were most affected by the dislocation of 
business caused by the war. A striking feature of the report is the growth of 
business in the Drug district, where the number of registrations ha® nearly 
doubled in the last five years, the increase being general and not confined to ariy 
particular class of document. It is interesting to note that other districts m 
which the increase of registration business has been largest contain some of the 
most backward tracts of the Provinces ; such districts are Balaghait, Mandla atid 
'Raipur., " In the absence of>ny special local, causes, 'this /.feature of,4'he//;.r^tiitthS' 
,y^oiJid ,'aip.pear' to'. indicate ,'prdigress 'in', development: "and', dloser,, 
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balance in favour of value being particularly large in Berar. This is not, of 
itself, conclusive proof of a rise in land-values but if, as may fairly be assumed, 
there is no great change in the average quality of the land conceined in the 
total registraticm business of the whole Province, these figures, as well as 
those cited by the Inspector-General at the end of paragraph 3 of his report, 
afford very strong support to the experience of officers engaged in se^'tleraent 
and land acquisition work, who find almost everywhere a continuous increase 
in the value of land 

4 There w'as a slight increase in ihe number of perpetual leases registeied 
in the Central Provmces, while in Berar the increase was more marked- In 
the Central Provinces these leases aic often accompanied by the levy of a 
large premium or naj^at ana, the true amount of which is concealed with a view 
to escaping stamp duty or to concealing from the Settlement Officer the true 
rental value of land. Some years ago the special attention of District Officers 
was drawn to the importance ot guarding the stamp levenue from evasion of 
this kind, and the Chief Commissioner trusts that this matter continues to receive 
attention 


5 Deeds of gift continue to figure more largely in the returns Mandla 
is chiefly responsible for the increase, which is attributed to the generosity of 
rnalguzars m giving land to District Councils for schools, play-grounds and 
cattle-pounds The principal reasons assigned foi the increase in other districts 
are the progress of settlement operations, the pievalence of plague and 
consequent fear of sudden death, and the desire to save property from creditors 
or to ensui'e maintenance in old age. 


6 There was a substantial increase m registration receipts, and a slight 
fall of expenditure, which is attributed partly to the decrease in the number of 
registrations in 1915 and partly to economies effected, especially in temporary 
establishments. At the close of 1916 the Registration Fee Schedule, which had 
been in operation since 1888, was revised with the result that registration 
taxation was increased by about 5^ per cent. 


7 _ On the whole the inspection work was satisfactory and the Chief 
Commissioner is glad to note the growth in the number of inspections done by 
District Registrars and the increasing interest taken by Deputy Commissioners 
in registration work. Sir Benjamin Robertson, however, shares the Inspector- 
General’s regret at the falling off in inspection by Revenue Officers and he agrees 
with Lt.-Col Plowden that these inspections are productive of much good. 
The Chief Commissioner trusts that Deputy Commissioners will give special 
attention to this matter. 

S The period under report is noteworthy for an important reform in 
the administi ation of the Department, The office of Inspector-General of 
Registration was formerly held by the Commissioner of Excise, but it was impossible 
for that officer to exercise sufficient control over the Department or to take 
much part in inspection ; and in September 1914 the office of Inspector-General 
of Registration (together with the offices of several other Departments) was 
separated and placed under a whole-time officer. 


Another and much needed reform was the reorganization of the Depart- 
ment, proposals for which were submitted at the close of the triennium and 
sanctioned with effect from the ist April 1917. The principal features of the 
scheme were the substitution of consolidated and increased pay, for Sub- 
Registrars for the tronblesome and intricate system of remuneration partly by 
Salary and partly by oommission, a rise in the rate of pay of muharrirs and a 
large increase in tbe'piffharrir establishment. Tffie Chief Commissioner is glad 
to observe that the reorganization has already eased the recruiting difficulty and

9 Lt."Col Plowden, who has held the office of Inspector-General of 
Registration since its separation from that of the Commissioner of Excise, 
has submitted a full and interesting report This officer has f^und it possible 
to introduce the long-needed reorgani/jation mentioned above, and the Chief 
Commissioner desues to congratulate him on the completeness with which the 
scheme was worked out, as well as on the thoroughness with which he has 
supervised the operations of the Department.

report registration business in Balaghat has increased, and the annual average 
has risen from 389 to 579. The increase is principally under sales and 
mortgages, attr+uted to high wages for field labour, high puces for agricultural 
cattle and partial failure of crops ; and under powers-of-attorney due to large 
numbers being executed by malguzars unable to attend courts owing to the 
progress of settlement operations This last cause is transitory and will 
disappear with the close of the settlement. In five years registrations in Drug 
have nearly doubled, rising from 720 in 1911 to 1233 in 1916, while the annual 
average has risen from 809 in the preceding triennium to 1124 in the one under 
report The increase is not restricted to anj particular class of document 
but is general, and the District Registrar comments as follows on it, 
“ the increase affords sure indication of the growing realisation by the public 
of the usefulness and importance of registration and of the progressive develop- 
ment of the Departmemt, and testifies also to the fact that this newly formed 
district has proved a great success, both in the matter of convenience to the 
public and as a source of revenue to Government.” The increase In Mandla 
is chiefly under compulsory registrations and is most marked under instruments 
of gift due to a continuation of the generosity ot land owners referred to 
in last year's Note As a consequence the triennial average under this head 
has risen from 5 to 60 The increase in Raipur is attributed to failure of crops 
and straitened circumstances of the people. Good harvests and failure of crops 
are cited indifferently in explanation of increased registration business, and 
paradoxical though it sounds the explanation is generally correct Good and 
bad seasons alike bring grist to the registration mill, the former, perhaps, 
more abundantly than the latter. In a good season money circulates freely, 
enterprise is quickened and transactions stimulated and multiplied. In bad 
seasons money is harder to get but is all the more necessary to that section 
of the population which has a very small margin between income and expenditure 
and which is therefore compelled to borrow even under the severer terms 
prescribed the creditor as to interest and security It is only undei abnormal 
or exceptional conditions, such as famine, or a complete dislocation and 
disturbance of trade as occurred in 1915, that registration business receiv^es 
a real setback 


3. While the average of annual registrations under all heads in the 
Central Provinces increased by 8 per cent, the average annual aggregate value 
of the property affected rose from 177 to 2ii lakhs or by 19 per cent , in Berar 
'he annual figure of registrations fell by s per cent, but the average annual 
value rose from 281 to 320 lakhs or by 14 per cent For the combined area the 
average of registrations rose b}’^ 3 per cent while the value figure increased from 
458 to 531 lakhs or by 16 per cent. Taking the registrations, both compulsory 
and optional affecting immoveable property only, we find that in the Central 
Provinces the annual average has risen from 30,360 to 33,640, i i per 
cent, while the annual average aggregate value of the property affected has 
increased from 172 to 203 lakhs or by 18 p^^r cent ; in Berar the average 
registration figure has fallen from 50,060 to 49,600 or by i per cent, 
while the value figure has increased from 278 to 3*7 lakhs or by 14 
per cent. For the combined area the average of these registrations has risen 
from 80,420 to 83,240 or by 3^ per cent, while the value figure has 
increased from 450 to 520 lakhs or by i6 per cent. The increase in the 
average value figure is shared by all districts except Bilaspur and Chanda. It 
will be observed that the ratio of increase in the average value of land is con- 
siderably in excess of that of the average of registrations affecting it. A 
comparison with the triennium 1908-1910 shows that in nine years the average 
annual value of land has increased in the Central Provinces from 177 to 
203 lakhs, by 26 lakhs or 15 per cent; in Berar from 318 to 31 7 lakhs, 
99 lakhs or 45^ , per cent ; and for the combined area frorn 395 to 530 
lakhs, by 125 lakhs or 32 per cent. These figures should furnish food for 
thought to the critics o»f our assessments. Land over-weighted with a reyemie

Oz/icr — In the Central Provinces the average of these documents 
increased from 1188 to 1292 or by 9 per cenf-, v hi!e in Berar they fell from 
8447 to 6927, or by 18 per cent The district reports give no reasons 
for these fluctuations. 

In Berar the average of p'-emium paid for a lease continued to be equal to 
one year’s rent as in the preceding iriennium, while in the Central Provinces it 
rose from ten to twelve times the annual rent 

7. Pptiojzil ,'egistrations 1 elating to iin,noveable property . — The average 
number of registrations under this head shows a slight fall from 2633 to 2521 ; the 
fall is confined to the Central Provinces w'here there was a decrease of 7 per cent, 
from 1950 to 1821. In Berar there was a slight rise of 3 per cent, from 683 to 
700. 

8. Registration aff^ecting 7 noveable propet'ty — The average number of 
registrations under this head fell from 608"" to 5959 or by 2 per cent. There 
was a fall of 3 per cent (from 4437 to 4322) in the Central Provinces and a fall 
of I per cent (from 1650 to 1637) in Berar. 

9. Wills and authorities to adopt. — Under this head there was a fall of 
3 per cent, from 834 to 806. The decrease is confined to the Central Provinces 
where the number fell from 461 to 413 or by 10 per cent. In Berar there was a

in 191 ihe av^iage of income during the triennium was Rs 3,88,760 as 
against Rs. 3,63,690 m the preceding one, a lise of 7 per cent as' against an 
mcrease of 3 per cent in the average of total registrations In the Central 
rovmces the average of income rose by ii per cent as against an increase of 
9 per-cent in registrations, while in Berar the average of income rose by 4 per 
cen espite of 1 per cent in registrations. The receipts for the year 1915 

amounted to Rs. 3,42,100 or less than the triennial average by Rs. 46,660. In 
* 1 ^ receipts rose to Rs. 4,21,100, by 79,000, or 23 per cent. In the 
Central Provinces they increased by 7 per cent as against a 5 per cent rise in 
e number of registrations, while in Berar they increased by 37 per cent as 
^^^1”^** ^ cent rise in registrations. These figures furnish further evidence 

ot the enhanced value of the property affected by registrations during the

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Province during the tnennium under report was 33 per cent of the total income 
as against 35 per cent in the last tricnnium. 

In the year 1915 expenditure amounted to Rs 1,24,300 nr 36 per cent of 
the income , in 1916 it increased to Rs 1,27,440, or by nearly^ 3 per cent, but 
the percentage on income fell to 30. 

The average income per document registered m the Central Provinces and 
Berar amounted to Rs 4-4-9 sind Rs. 4-5-4 as against Rs. 4-3-2 and Rs. 4-2-4., 
respectively, in the previous triennium For the combined area it amounted to 
Rs. 4-5*1 as against Rs 4-2-8. The expenditure per document registered was 
Rs. I-I1-3 as against Rs-i-15-9 in the Central Provinces and Rs. 1-3-5 as 
against Rs. 1-2-1 in Berar. For the combined area it was Rs. 1-6-9 as 
against Rs. 1-7-7 The average net profit per document in the Central Pro- 
vinces was R^. 2-9-7 against Rs. 2-3-5, Berar it ’was Rs. 3-1-11 as against 
Rs. 3-0-3. For the combined area it amounted to Rs. 2-14-4 again.st

15 System 0/ 7 hiimb Impressions . — This has continued to work satis- 
factorily Some improvement has been effected in the matter of Sub-Registrars 
taking these impressions themselves, but the tendency to delegate this work to 
subordinates has not yet been entirely eradicated 


16. Inspections . — During the triennium the total number of inspections 
made by all classes of officers amounted to 1145. On an average Inspectors of 
Registration Offices inspected all the 145 offices (average for triennium) in the 
Central Provinces and Berar once and 65 offices twice in each year, while 
District Registrars and Revenue officers inspected on an average 70 and 35 per 
cent, respectively, of the offices once. As no details of inspections ’were kept in 
the preceding triennium no comparison is possible During the triennium 1179 
inspection notes were received in my office and of this number 1063 were disposed 
of, leaving 116 pending. A word of praise is due to Sub -Registrar Narbada 
Prasad Verma, who deals with these notes in my office, for the way in which Be 
has tackled this monotonous and wearying work since his appointment and. 
brought it up to date. 

A comparison of the two last years of the tiiennium shows that inspections 
have fallen from 401 in 1915 to 366 in 1916. The decrease is principally due 
to the fewer inspections made by me, but there has also been a fall, from 60 to 
46, in inspections made by Revenue officers. Inspections by District Registrars 
have risen from 81 to iiii which is satisfactory and is due to the loyal 
observance by all District Registrars of the instructions regarding inspections 
issued to them in 1916. The fall in inspections by Revenue officers is to be 
regretted as I am convinced that these inspections are productive of much good 
as they make the officers of the Department feel that they are a part of the 
district administration and cause them to take more interest in their work. A 
technical inspection is not necessary nor is it expected, what is required is an 
occasional visit, the examination of a few records and the putting of a few 
questions. A satisfactory feature is the increasing interest taken by Deputy 
Commissioners in registration work. The Deputy Commissioners of Raipur 
(Mr. Rustomji), Drug (Mr. A. K. Smith), Akola (Mr. Jatar), Amraoli 
(Mr. Danks) and Yeotmal (Mr. Chapman) all made inspections amounting to a 
total of eighteen, of which number nine stand to the credit of Mr. Chapman, 
Mr, Jatar coming next with five. 


Four District Registrars inspected all their offices once and some of the 
offices twice or three times, and ten District Registrars ips^cted all their 
offices once. Exigencies of space preclude me from mentiomr^ all of them, 
but an acknowledgment of bis services bas been separsatcily Issued to every 
District Registrar who has -ddr^e ]^od in^jection wosck, deserving of 

special mention are Mr. BhagWan Das (Jubbulpore) whp inspected all his sub- 
offices twice, and Messrs. Jga Ma^ayair ad 3 *‘'Saiyid’^Abtiur Rahman 

(Yeotmal), who inspected all the offices in b^vy if*. Akola 

aiftd 1 1 Yeotmal) opce, thus fJtoving that" k full iale of Inspections in Petkf 
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Rai SahibBliaiyalal, who is the senior Inspectoi and the most experienced 
officer in the Department, was in charge of the Northern Circle throughout the 
year 1916. He spent 207 days on tour and Inspected 32 out of the 45 offices in 
his circle. His inspection work, which is always of a high standard, was 
somewhat interfered with by work in connection with the reorganisation scheme 
and the revision of the Fee Schedule and of the Manual, on which last he is 
still engaged together with Mr Ahmad Husain I am indebted to him for very 
useful advice and assistance in all these matters, but it is a pit't that las good lecord 
should have been marred at times by dilatoriness and unpunctualitv. Mr Ahmad 
H esam was in charge of the Southern Ciicle throughout the year and despite 
the fact that extraneous woik made calls on his time also he did a full amount of 
mspections. He was on tour for 296 days and inspected all the 41 offices m his 
circle once and 10 of them twice His work is very satisfactory and 1 am also 
indebted to him for much useful assistance Mr. Sebastian was in charge of the 
East Berar Circle from the 1st January 1916 to the 25th April 1916 w'hen he 
proceeded cn leave and was relieved by Mr E. N Tan. wdm remained in charge 
of the circle for the rest of the year Mr. Sebastian toured for 64 days and ins~ 
pt-cted 17 offices Mr Tare was on tour for 175 days and inspected 18 out of 
tht 28 offices in the circle once and 10 of them twice Mr Tare who was 

confirmed in his appointment with effect from the 8th Septembei 1916 in the 
\acancy caused by the deatii of Mr. Bhawamsh anker Dube, has made a 
pi o O’ ising beginning Mr. Bhawanishanker Dube was in charge of the West 

Berar Circle from the ist April 1916 to the 4th September 1916 except for an 
of three months’ privilege lea\e during wffiich Mr D. W- Gokhale 
officiated for him.

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jg. Irregulai ities . — Five cases of alleged misconduct were inquired into 
and disposed of during the tricnnium An officiating Sub-Registrar m the 
Amraoli district was suspended on a charge of having received illegal gratifica* 
tion but wac reinstated as nothing was proved against him A Sub-Registrar 
in the Wardha distiict was suspended on a similar charge and a’fter a protracted 
enquirj' w'as reinstated, but was permitted to draw only half emoluments for the 
period under suspension In the Bilaspur pcisonation case the Sub-Registrar 
was an innocent v'lctim, out after the fraud was discovered he foolishly tried to 
hush the mattei up For this mistaken sense of his responsibilities he was reduced 
five places in his grade The remaining two enquiries, held in the Hoshanga- 
bad and Yeotmal districts, resulted in the complete evonerartion of the t\%o Sub- 
Registrars complained against Towards the close of the trie n mum crimnal 
prosecutions were instituted on complaint under Section i6i of the Indian Penal 
Code against a Sub-Registi ar and a Moharnr in Berar As this report goes to 
press news has been received that both have been convicted and have appealed. 
Other minor irregularities and disciplinary matters we^'e dealt with departmentally. 
The opinion occasionally expressed that theie is widespread corruption in the 
Department is not one to which I can subscribe A certain amount of corruption 
there undoubtedly is and, considering the facilities for it and the temptations to which 
Sub-Registrars and Moharrirs are subject its existence is not surprising. If it was 
widespread there would be far more complaints than there aie, but as a matter of 
fact very few* complaints have been made and some of these have been 
found to be baseless The Depaitment is always ready to co-operate w'ith the 
public in getting nd of its black sheepj but the public must do their share of the 
unpleasant work There is, how*ever^ another side to the matter. A Sub- 
Registrar who IS straight sometimes incurs unpopularity in places, specially 
in the richer Berar villages, where evil influences are at work the authors of 
w’hich endeavour to get the Sub-Registrar to serve their ends Apart from the 
Hoshangabad and Yeotmal cases referred to above, there were at least two 
instances m Berar of false reports and rumours engineered with the hope that the 
Sub-Registrar might be transferred and his successor prove more arr enable. 
What I believe is common, particularly in Berar, is a system of voluntary tipping, 
a relic probably from the old days wffien Sub-Registrars were almost as much the 
servants of the community as of Government, wffiich has now received the 
sanctity of custom and is difficult to detect The people do not look upoti it as 
ciiminal and it is doubtful whether they consider it even venal Apart from such 
disciplinary action as is possible, it is to the growth of a healthier and stronger 
public opinion and to an increase of self-respect among the subordinate officials 
of the Department, wffiich it is hoped v\ill be accelerated by’' the better recruit- 
ment now possible under the improved conditions of service, that w’e must look 
to effect improvement, and possibly a complete cure , and then, perhaps, the 
distant future may see an Inspector-General in the happy position of being able to 
claim a clean slate foi the Department. 


20 Admiiiistf atiTie changes and reforms . — During the triennium the 
office of Inspector-General of Registration and the offices of several other 
Departments were separated from the office of the Commissioner of Excise and 
put under a whole-time officer Mr. Mayne held charge of the combined ofiices 
till the 28th September 1914 I assumed charge of the separated offices from 
the 29th September 1914 and held charge of them for the remainder of the 
triennium. 


A scheme for the reorganisation of the Department was drawn up and sub- 
mitted to the Local Administration towards the close of the triennium. The princi- 
pal features of the scheme were the substitution of consolidated pay for 
Sub-Registrars for the existing system of remuneration partly by salary 
and partly by commission; a rise in the rates of pay for Mohan irs 
and a large increase in the Moharrir establishment. Sanction to the 
scheme with certain modifications, which effected a considerable saving 
in expenditure, was accorded from the ist Apiil 1917- The scheme as 
sanctioned provides for seven grades of Sub- Registrars on grade pay of 
Rs. 50, 60, 70, 80, 100, ISO and 150; for four posts of prdbationary Sub- 
Registrars on Rs. 40 and for a rise from Rs. 15, 20, 25 and 30 to Rs. so, ^15, 
36 add 45 ih thb pay of Mbhartirs.

changes since the year i888. The principal features of the revision were the 
abolition of the maximum fee of Rs. 20 prescribed for all documents on which 
fees are charged at ad valorem rates ; the abolition, for purposes of fee, of the 
distinction between documents the registration of ’which is compulsory and 
documents the registration of which is optional, and between docunnents relating 
to immoveable property and those relating to moveable property. The abolition 
of the maximum fee can cause no hardship. In the year 1915 it benefited only 
1231, or I '5 per cent of the total registrants : this number, moreover, belongs to 
the richest class of registrants who are well able to pay full fees. On the 
figures of the poor registration year of 1915, the revised Fee Schedule, which 
has been in force siTCe the ist January 19x7, is expected to yield an additional 
annual income of Rs. 21,000 ; but with normal expansion of business, w'hich may 
now be reasonably expected after the recovery made in igi6, this figure is likely 
to rise to Rs. 25,000. The extra annual cost of the reorganised Department 
will thus l e largely counterbalanced by a substantial increase in the annual 
income. The effects and results of these reforms will be matter for future 
reports, but it may here be remarked that the reorganisation has already eased 
the recruiting difficulty and now there is no lack of qualified candidates awaiting 
appointment to the Department. 

2!. Office mid work of the Inspector-General of Keoistration . — In July 
1916 some increase was made in my office establishment and work was reorgani- 
sed and redistributed with the result that there has been some improvement in 
the work of the office, but there is still room for further improvement. I am 
indebted to Pandit Mukund Rao Lokras, the Superintendent of my office, and 
Mr. P. Narain Swami, first clerk, for the improvements effected, and to the office 
staff as a whole for the w^ay they have caught up arrears and kept work up to 
date. I have found my stenographer, C. S. Shastri, very useful and he has fre- 
quently assisted in relieving pressure by taking over work from the typist. 

During the period of the trienuium that I was in charge 1 made 66 inspec- 
tions, of which 14 were made in the 3’ear 1916. j was unable to do as much 
louring in 1916 as in ^9I5 owing to some heavy company cases and work in 
connection with the reorganisation scheme, the revision of the Fee Schedule and 
of the Registration and Income-tax Manuals which necessitated my presence at 
headquarters.
